During this year the Southern 
California Edison Company will 
expend $400,000 in the Monrovia- 
Sierra Madre district for extensions 
and reinforcement of its electric dis¬ 
tributing system. District Manager 
Schwartz received this information 
from the General Offices of the com¬ 
pany. 

The total appropriations for power 
development and distribution system 
betterments of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edi.son company for the year 
192.J exceed $25,000,000. Important 
recommendations were made by Mr. 
Schwartz to General Manager li. H. 
Ballard at the clo.se of the year, de¬ 
tailing the requirements of the local 
system. The local appropriations 
include a portion of the San Joaquin 
River-Big Creek diversion project 
and the great Long Beach plant, de¬ 
livering electrical energy to Mon¬ 
rovia and its immediate vicinity, and 
cover extensions and reinforcements 
of the local distributing lines and 
stations. 

In commenting on the development 
of the territory compri.sing the Mon¬ 
rovia district Mr. Schwartz said: 

“The growth of our district ranks 
very high in the general development 
of Southern California. Both in num¬ 
ber of new consumers and, added 
connected load in horsepower the en¬ 
tire district which includes the in¬ 
corporated cities of Monrovia, Sierra 
Madre, and .Arcadia, and the inter¬ 
vening territory, has maintained an 


Interest in the locating of the 
Southen Branch of the University of 
California on the Hastings ranch just 
west of Sierra Madre has increaseil 
during the la.st three days with the 
report that there is at least a po.s- 
sibility of the university regents ap¬ 
proving this site. 

At a meeting of citizens held in 
Pasadoiia Tuesday the proposition of 
locating the school in or near that 
city was di.scussed and the Ha.stings 
ranch was named as a possibility. It 
is asserted that members of the uni¬ 
versity faculty have made statements 
which would indicate that the site 
would be satisfactory if other details 
could be workeil out. 

H. E. Allen ami Mrs. J. Milton 
Steinberger repre.sented Sierra Ma¬ 
dre at the meeting held Tuesday 
and Mr. .Allen in a taik before the 
meeting stated that this city was 
anxious to cooperate with Pa.sadena 
in every way possHile in having the 
school located near Sierra Madre or 
any other suitable place in the San 
Gabriel valley. 

This district is the la.st to put in 
its bid for the location of the South¬ 
ern Branch. Until recently there has 
been little di.scussion and it was not 
until members of the board of re¬ 
gents stated that they appreciated 
the advantages of this district but 
any proposals offered had not car¬ 
ried with them sufficient <letail that 
leailers in the movement became 
sufficiently encouraged to work out 
a campaign. 


A crowd of about 200 gathered at 
the Woman’s Club in Sierra Madre 
Tuesday night from almo.st every 
town in the San Gabriel valley for 
the regular monthly dinner of the 
associated chambers of commerce of 
the San Gabriel valley.

Robert Mitchell, Sierra Madre di¬ 
rector of the association, gave the 
address of welcome an<l introduced 
Rol)ert Neeley of We.st Covina, who 
is the president of the organization 
and who acted as master of cere¬ 
monies. Mr. Mitchell revealed an¬ 
other side of his manifold nature in 
his addre.ss by giving those present 
a glimp.se of his home town set to 
poetry. 

The address of the evening was 
maile by Dr. Frederick Woellner, lec¬ 
turer on civic education. Southern 
Branch, University of California. The 
subject of his a<ldress was, “What Is 
Education?”

Ode in Commemoration of the Meet¬ 
ing of the .\s.sociated Chambers of 

Commerce of the San Gabriel 


A crowd of about twenty citizens, 
and members of the chamber of com¬ 
merce, made a tour of the Sierra 
Madre .school Tuesday afternoon for 
the purpose of inspecting the equip¬ 
ment and making suggestions to the 
school board that would help to solve 
the problem of education in this 
community. R. S. Jensen, J. O. 
Smith an<l Mrs. Fletcher H. White, 
members of the board, con<lucte<l the 
visitors about the building and 
grounds. 

One of the first features which 
was pointed out was that many of 
the rooms were improperly lighted. 
At the time the .school was visited 
the sun was still high and was shin¬ 
ing brightly but in many of the 
rooms it was too dark for comfort- 
:ible reading, while in others the 
light was badly distributed. The art 
class, which employs a full time 
teacher, is being held in the base¬ 
ment of the .school in an unfinished 
room without outside light of any 
kind. The lighting was supplied by 
two artificial lights. The board in¬ 
formed tho.se present that if the 
school continues to grow at its pres¬ 
ent rate this room will soon have to 
he u.sed for regular classes and the 
art work abandoned. 

It was also pointed out that all 
the flooV boards are thoroughly 
soukeil with oil an<l that if a fire 
should break out the floors would 
burn like kindling wood. A great 
many places were also pointed out 
which were in need of repairing. 

-A few of the bolder spirits were 
conducU'd to the attic ami returned 
with a tale of unprotected wiring 
which, if something happenetl to one 
of the transformer.s nearby might 
.start a fire at any moment. It was 
stated that if the pre.sent buildings 
are to he u.sed, it will be necessary 
to rewire the entire .school, which 
will take a great deal of money and 
will not help the general lighting 
troubles t<i any great extent. 

Mr. Smith comlucted the visitors 
to what was termc<l by the board as 
his “i)ct kick.” The.se arc the rooms 
occupied by the two lowest grades. 
They are several feet below the 
surface of the yard and all e.scapes 
have harriers which wouhl l)e impos- 
.sihle for the children to overcome. 
The only exit would be by way of 
the outer iloor, which is also u.sed 
by other pupils and if the teacher 
should become incapacitated, many of 
the children in this room would very 
likely perish- during a fire. 

It Wiis also pointed out that there 
is no protection in rainy weather for 
children who wish to go to the toilet 
and that all the cloak rooms are 
open to the weather so that in rainy 
or foggy weather the pupils’ wraps 
quickly become damp. 

The boaixl sj>ent about $2fi,000 on 
building additions less than three 
years ago, it was pointed out, and 
at that time it was believed that it 
would provide school facilities for at 
least five years, but the boanl now 
finds itself in about the .same condi¬ 
tion as before the additions were 
made. About $fi,000 was spent last 
year on repairs. 

A committee has been appointed 
by the chamber of commerce for the 
purpose of cooperating with the 
board in arriving at a solution of the 
school problem. The committee is 
Robert Mitchell, Dr. May Culbert.son 
Laidlaw and Henry Isaacs.

MarcuH W, Copps 
Passes Away at 
Esperanza Home 


Church Will 
Hold Service 
For Scouts 


Stage Set for

Marcus W. Copps, SU years old, 
died at his home on Esperanza ave¬ 
nue, Wednesday morning, aft^r an 
illness of several months. Mr. Copps 
was one of the earliest .settlers in 
Sierra Madre, having come here in 
1887 from Lawrence, Mass. Before 
Cuming to Sierra Mailre he was in 
business in Lawrence and in Port¬ 
land, Maine. 

Mr. Copps was born in Chateau- 
gay, N. Y., Sept. 3, 1836. He was a 
member of Company “G” Sixth Mas- 
.sachu.setts Infantry, from Lowell at 
the time of the Civil war. He was 
married in 1866 to Ann E. Hosmer 
in Concord, Mass. His wife pas.sed 
away Dec. 2U, 1022. He was a mem¬ 
ber of Sierra Madre Lo«lge, F. and 
A. M., and Stanton Post No. 55, G. 
A. R., of Los Angeles. He had been 
a member of the Congregational 
church since March 1, 1891. 

During his 38 years of residence 
in Sierra Madre, Mr. Copps built up 
a large circle of friends in this com¬ 
munity and in Los .Angeles, where 
he was (|uite well known. Many of 
these friends have preceded him in 
death, but .there is .still a large num¬ 
ber who knew him us the highest 
type of New England gentleman. He 
is survived by two sons, Fred of 
Sierra Mn<lre, and Arthur of Los An¬ 
geles, anil a grandson and grand¬ 
daughter. 

Funeral services were held Friday 
morning at 10 o’clock from the 
Grant funeral parlor, conducted by 
Dr. William A. Tate. Burial was in 
San Gabriel cemetery.

SIERRA MAURE 
GARDENS 

By Jessie Ward 

If you will bear in mind that the 
blossoming w’ood on rose bushes is 
the new wood only, it will give you 
a clue at once as to the method of 
pruning that will produce bloom. 
.A rose bush should be pruned for 
bloom and not for shape. If you 
will e.Namine the average ro.se bush 
at this time of year, you will find 
that it is made up of both new and 
old wood. 'I'liis can be determined 
by the color of the bark. The new 
wood will have bright green bark, 
while the older wood will be dark 
green or brown. 

Cut out all the canes close to the 
ground except about two or three of 
the strongest canes of the new 
growth. 'I'he canes that are now left 
can be topped some, if necessary, 
but it is desirable to keep them as 
high as possible as the further blos¬ 
soms are from the ground, the less 
damage is done from the reflected 
heat. It also lessens the tendency 
of the bush to become stunted. This 
method of pruning will not always 
give you a stright or perfect shaped 
bush but it will give you flowers 
and that is what a rose bush should 
be grown for. 

Pruning Deciduous l-’ruit Trees 

Young trees in the home orchard 
nee<l not be pruned as severely as 
in the commercial orchard. The new 
tree when first planted can be cut 
back almost half way, or so that 
only about tbree branches are left, 
those branches to be cut to about 
six inches from the main body of 
the tree. Kach year after that about 
one-half to two-thirds of the last 
season’s growth should be removed, 
always hearing in mind to form a 
well shaped tree. 

Grajie Vines and .Small Fruit.s 

Grape vines .should ho pruned hack 
each year to about three or four 


buds of the last season’s growth. 

Some care will have to be exer¬ 
cised in pruning the berries such as 
blackberries, raspberries and logan¬ 
berries, as the new canes formed last 
.season will be the fruiting wood of 
tiie corning season. The wood that 
bore fruit last year and whicli is 
now two years old, siiould be re¬ 
moved.
